A LITTLE MORE STEVENSON. 


At the Republican National Con 


vention hold in the city of Philudel 
phia n little over throe years ago, fo: 
•tha nomination of President am 
VwJe President of the United States 
Mr. Stevenson was present as Chair 
man of the Nevada delegation, th 
Other delegates present were Mr 
Orier, of Silver City, Col. Sabin, 
Pioche, Major Jack Holmes, proxy 
for Col. Head, of Elko, and Mr. H 
O. Parker, of Carson City, proxy for 
Mr. J. W. H lines, five delegates in 
all. 
The proceedings of the conven 


tion were held in Music Hall, where 
seata,for six persons were allotted to 
Nevada, one more seat than dele- 
gate*. Governor Nye, at that time 
tl. 8. Senator for Nevada, desired to 
be present in this convention with 
the delegation from his own State, 
•nd it was suggested to Mr. Steven 
eon, as Chairann of the delegation, 
to invite Governor Nye to occupy 
the spare seat. This he declined do 
ing, and instead, gave the seat to bis 
owason, a red-headed youth of some 
17 or 18 Summers. This disoonr- 
toons act so mortified Gov. Nye, that 
although he was invited to take a 
•eat with the New York delegation, ho 
declined being present during the 
proceedings of that day. For the 
Aruth of this statement we refer any 
person who may doubt it, to the 
•members of the delegation who were 
present, even to Mr. Stevenson him- 
self. Does any one wonder that we 
Object to this man being our repre- 
sentative again at Philadelphia, or 
'that he ehall take any part whatever, 
in representing oar State at the 
•Centennial Exhibition. 
We know 


that there are well-bred gentlemen in 
Nevada. Everybody would be satis 
fied and pleased with the Governor's 
appointments — Major McCoy and 
Mr. Haines. Why, we shall ask, in 
the name of the respectable citizens of 
this SUte, was this management of 
Centennial affairs ever taken out of 
their hands and placed in this man 
Stevenson's ? 


APOLOGY. 


"We accept the statement of the 


Enterprise and apologize for having 
accused the editor of that paper of 
Allowing Mr. Stevenson to whisper 
in his ears. But in view of the fact 
of its having made such a warm de- 
fense of Mr. Stevenson, we should 
respectfully advise its editor to per- 
mit that gentleman in the future to 
whisper s>me, bofjre ha has any- 
thing more to say in his defense. 
Mr. Stevenson has denied point- 
blank in the Carson Appeal that Mr. 
Stewart was indebted to him before 
iiis appointment as specimen colleo 
tor, and right in the face of this de- 
nial the editor of the Enterprise ad- 
mits that in his presence and from 
his own knowledge Mr. Stevenson 
gave Mr. Stewart $100 and sent him 
•100 more to Humboldt, makingS'^OO 
advanced by Mr. Stevenson to Mr. 
Stewart for Centennial purposes. 
This confirms our statement exactly, 
and in view of the fact that Mr. Stev- 
enson required Mr. Stewart to pay
